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REMARKS 

Claims 25-31 are pending in the application, and are rejected. 
Double Patenting 

Claims 25-31 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double-patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of commonly assigned U.S. Patent No. 
6,833,887. The Examiner asserts that the claims are not patentably distinct from each other 
because both the present application and the claims of the cited patent disclose the same liquid 
crystal shutter having a twisted angle of greater than 180°, a pair of polarizing plates and a 
driving circuit for driving the liquid crystal shutter. 

Because both the cited reference and the present application are commonly assigned, 
Applicants herewith file a Terminal Disclaimer, signed by an attorney of record, disclaiming any 
patent term of the present application that would extend beyond the patent term of the cited 
patent. Applicants submit that the rejection has been overcome. 

In view of the aforementioned amendments and accompanying remarks, Applicants 
submit that that the claims, as herein amended, are in condition for allowance. Applicants 
request such action at an early date.
